TEMPLE TEACHINGS. OPEN SERIES, No. CIV. 


You who maintain that love 1s dependent upon respect, vou do 
not know, you never can know what love 1s, and therefore upon 
what 1t subssts, until your own head has been howe(d low, your own 
Soul dragged through the mire of the world's xcorn for love's sake: 
nor can vou understand why men and women will lay themselves on 
the funeral pvre oft self scorn, and Self condemnation by the com- 


mission of acts they would condemn in others—acts which they 
know must come up before their own souls for recording—and all 
tor love's sake. 

In order to understand you must know something of the forces 
at work in and about you, must know something of the little lives 
which comprise those forces which are powerful enough to conquer 
everything but the spiritual will. | 

As a rule man does not know that he 1s putting himself 1n 
thrall to various distinct orders of life by his deeds—orders, the 
units of which are as real, as individual as 1s any other creature of 
nature's kingdoms. Ignorance of the exercise of his creative power 
in the interior realms of life often leaves him at the mercy of his 
own creations. 

Non-recognition of this fact leaves him powerless' to control 
Such entities. His scorn of what he believes to be the superstitions 
of past ages, his absolute trust in the findings of modern sc1ence, are 
great hindrances to him. He does not perceive that the ancients 
took up the study of life from the point modern science has but just 
reached, and carried their investigations through fields of life the 
modern devotee 1s but just on the verge of discovering, and found 
that what are now termed degrees of force and energy are distinct 
orders of intelligent life, with governments and laws of their own, 
and that those infinitesimal lives are indissolubly united to all other 
orders of life, large or small. 
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Many a one will admit that an electrical storm exerts a peculiar 
effect on him, depressing or exhilarating, as the case may be; but 
tell him that the effects he feels are due to direct contact with 
countless numbers of the fiery hves, the elementaries, which every 
ftlash, every sInmmering told in the sky partly reveals, conscious crea- 
tions that are incessantly heating, pounding on his nerves, and taking 
from or g1ving to them some measure of the fiery force that is their 
natural support, and you will evoke a smile of superiority from your 
[1stener. 

You may have seen an immense flock of destructive birds light: 
on an orchard or field of grain and leave it utterly bare, or a plague” 
of insects pass.over a large section of land, leaving it stripped of 
all green things. While the devastation 1s not so perceptible to the: 
human eye, tne passIng over a race or nation of human beings of 
miltards of the negative fiery elementals has a somewhat similar - 
effect. There 1s inevitably a great loss of physical vitality ' and 
nerve force in the units of that race. The res1sting power of the 
human will and mentality throws off the influence of these lesser 
lives to a great degree, but there 1s always an appreciable loss of 
nerve force which must subsequently be made up, or the victim 1s : 
SO much the more subject to the action of any other inimical force. 

These lesser lives are but one rank of soldiers among the 
countless legions engaged: in the great battle of life. They are 
neither to be feared nor despised, but simply to be kept on their 
own <1de of the battle line. | 

They are as subject to the universal laws as 1s man, and are at- 
fected by. the same influences. They are irrespons1ble and theretore- 
Soulless, and are subject to the will and mentality of higher orders 
of life. Many epidemics are caused by them. Terrific pressure 1s 
Sometimes exerted by them on the nerves and grey matter of the - 
brain by the conscious or unconscious ill will of a person. All this 
being true, is it not worth while' to study them, and protect one's 
Self from them when such protection 1s poss1ble ? 6: 

And this brings me back to my opening sentences. The higher 
any attribute or energy is in the scale of life the more powertul it 
is for good or ill, and the negative aspect of love evokes the cruel- 
est, the most blinding, selfish, destructive phase of the fiery elemental 
lives in that scale. | 

The positive aspect of the same attribute is the reverse in alt 
respects. The lesser lives which manifest as a result of the exer- 
cise of the positive aspect of love are tenacious, open eyed, seltless, . 
and whatever be the object, thing or person that has excited the pos- - 
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itive aspect of the attribute in the heart of a human being; there 1s a 
constant bombardment of these lesser hves, and therefore a con- 
tial increase 1n strength and power of those qualities which are 
pecultarly active in the lesser lives of .the poxsitive aspect of the 
attribute, x0 that the will and mentality of the lower man are under 
restiraint. | 

The latter cannot break away trom his suÞbjection to the thing 
or person 1t he would. It 1s for this reason that the character, qual- 
Hes, or Inntations of the object, however unworthy, fail to affect 
the real 18sue. 

\\Vhen the rexident torce actuating those lesser lives 1s ex- 
hansted, either by tine, or through the action of the awakened spir- 
itual will, and the soul 1s therefore treed from its thralldom, the 
power of that posttive aspect ot the great Love Principle 1s trans- 
terred from the one to the many, and the selfish satisfaction hitherto 
enjoved in devotion to one object 1s increased many thousand fold. 

[t 1s then that the awakened soul knows what love 1s.

WHAT 1s MONEY? - INTRINSIC AND FIAT VALUES. 
( Concluded ). 


The history of the world records the struggle of the rich and 
powerful against the weak. The reason for making money from 
Scarce material is that the few may control it. The surest road to 
prosperity and national peace, wealth and greatness 1s in full legal 
tender paper money such as was maintained in Italy tor 500 years 
at above par with gold, without an ounce of gold or slver behind it 
as money of ultimate redemption.” The Government made it 
money and receivetd it for every debt.” 

Statesmen, philosophers, and courts have agreed on this defint- 
tion of money in all ages. Some courts have added to this idea, all 
debts both public and private.” This definition is backed by the 
brain and patriotism of the world's best and greatest minds. Bills 
that are to be redeemed in money are no more money than a personal 
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note or check. Tt 1s the legal tender quality which gives value to 


money. 

Money in itself has no value and should have none; therefore 1t 
1s not correct to speak of the intrinsic or fiat value of money. [here 
is no such thing. Money 1s the measure of value. It 1s by coming 
all the gold into money that we give to gold bullion 1ts money value. 
\What its intrinsle or commodity value might be, stripped ot 1ts 
money value, would depend upon the amount produced and the 
amount consumed in the arts. Law makes money. Congress has 
declared what should be legal tender im payment 'of debts. The 
rizht thus to enact has been assumed mn twenty-four statutes, passed 
in the Presidencies of \Washinegton, Jefferson, Monroe, Jackson, 
Tyler, Polk, Fillmore, Pierce, Lincoln and Johnson. 

Congress at one time has <aid that gold com of a certain weight 
and fineness shall be worth ten <11Iver dollars and be legal tender for 
that <um.  Conzgress has atterward Said that a coin containing less 
gold shall be worth ten <1lver dollars and a legal tender for that suwm. 
The power to make this dehasement to the extent of 6 per cent as 
was done by the law of 1834+ and to give debased coin the quality of 
a legal tender tor precontracted dehts, involves the power to carry 
the dehasement to the extent of 60) Per Cent, Or any per cent and to 
g1ve the same_quality to the coin thus debased. The United States 
Supreme Court says: Indeed the legal tender treasurv. notes have 
hecome the umversal measure of value. The Constitution was 1n- 
tended to trame a government, as distinguished from a league or 
compact,—a government supreme 1n_ some particulars over states 
and people. It was designed to provide the same currency, having 
a umtorm legal currency 1n all the states. It seems to have been left 
to Congress to determine alike. what metal shall be coined, its purity, 
how tar its statutory value as money $shall correspond from time to 
time with the. market value of the same metal as bullion. How, 
then, can the grant of a power to coin money and regulate its value, 
made m terms <0 hheral and unrestrained, coupled with the denial 
to the states of all power over the currency, be regarded as an implied 
prohibition to Congress declaring treasury notes a legal tender ?” 

[t 18 hardly correct to speak of a standard of value; the Consti- 
tution does not speak of-1it. -It contemplates a standard for that 
which has gravity or extension, but value is an ideal thing. The 
coinage acts fix unit as a dollar, but the gold or silver thing we call 
a dollar 1s in no sense a standard of a dollar; it is a representative 
ot it. There might never have been a piece of money of the denom- 
ination of a dollar. 
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\ alue 18 an 1deal thing. Money 1s the representative of value, 
an 1t 18 not necessary or desirable that the material from which it is 
fabricated =should of 1t self have any. value. The essential yalue in 
currency hes in the stamp of the government, which stamp alone-has 
the virtue of elevating the paper or metal to its face value, and there- 
by maintaiming the loyalty and coheston of the nation.

All of the Cavities and Ventricles of the brain are connected by 
intercommunicating channels or canals, one with the other, and with 
the Central Canal of the Spinal Cord which as said runs the entire 
length of. the Cord to the base of the spine. Flere then, we have 
in the physical body, enclosed within it, an etherial magnetic realm 
in which the astral self contacts the brain and spinal centres and 
in which etheric realm the finer forces play and interplay. 

Every desire, thought and feeling had by a human heing, arouses 
a vibration in the brain cavity or sphere which corresponds to 
that desire or thought in terms of quality and kind. The highest

The Aind 1s more sensitive to external forces than water 1s 
to the action of the winds. Tenuous, fluidic and mobile, it responds 
to the least breath of impulse from within or without, unless 
controlled by the IHigher Manas conjoined with the Sixth Prin- 
ciple—Buddha—the very Light of the Mind itself. In this deli- 
cate responsrveness of the lower mind, it tends to fall into the 
image of whatever modifies it—becomes 1t for the time being.

\Vhen children go to school they are given. tests or examina- 
tions that the teacher may know how much they have learned and 
See 1t they are prepared to enter a higher grade.

A httle carelessness, 
a Intle thoughtlessness, unkindness, or dishonor, often turns a 
persxo0n the wrong way, and the result 1s noticed by anyone who 
chooses to observe. 

A child s whole hte goes wrong, his character becomes unclean 
and untrue trom <ome httle act of wrong and no one, not even 
hunselt can Say why. Ile has smply failed in a test or examina- 
tion given him by his own better or Higher Self. The great Law 
01 1 ruth sees he 1s unfit to pass into a higher grade of purer, holer 
112 and thought and keeps him among the ignorant, the impure, the 
unlovely things of hte, the toads, the snakes, the worms, the sh1my 
creeping things of the selfish nature. 

This 1s what makes the different forms of life. Everything 
fhnds 1ts place through these tests, the hirds, flowers, animals, men, 
angels, or masters. Nothing 1s allowed to take a single step up 
the great path of life without heing tested as to its unselfish, loving 
Strength to stand on that higher <tep. 

[t 1s well that this is $0, for it is far hetter if we have to FO 
back again to a lower place, that we do not drop so far, and 
injure ourselves $0 severely, or others whom we might drag with 
us. Sometimes we do not know at once that we have fallen back. 
but the truth always shows itself in time, and after a while we 
hnd ourselves alone and our friends and companions gone ' way 
beyond us. 

As Soon as a child comes into contact or association with the 
better and higher things of life, a change takes place within him. 


It is hike playing a piece of music in a higher octave. Everything 
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hecomes. tiner and more sensitive within his nature. The good and 
the bad come to the surface. They are brought more clearly to 
his attention and he has to separate the one from the other and 
choose. which he will keep. He 1s like a man standing on a high 
plateau, breathing the more rareftied air of the spirit, and he is 
tested as to whether he can keep his balance or he drawn over the 
precipice into the gulf heneath. If he can be <still and kind when 
things annoy him, when his playmates tease, or if he can he strong 
and brave to do the right when Something tempts him to do wrong, 
if he can deny hunself to give to another he will have passed a 
test and be allowed to enter 'a hizher class in hfe.
